was questioned by the police and gave 
a description of three men who ac 
companied McNamara to the stable at 
different times. 
He was not positive 
as to dates, but the officers believe 
that It can he shown that these trips 
to the stable preceded only by a few 
days the explosions at other places, 
and that the dynamite used in these 
explosions was carried away by the 
man who always had a large grip. 
The theory of the officers is that Mc­ 
Namara stored the explosives in the 
basement of the fVntral Life build­ 
ing on the circle, in which the struc­ 
tural ironworkers’ union had its of­ 
fices, and just before it was to be used 
he would take some of it to the Jones 
stable and then supply the men there 
with the amount they were expected 
to use.

It is claimed that Parker manipulat­ 
ed what is known as the “ redemption 
fund account,” ami, although the na 
tional hank examiner went over his 
hooks twenty-seven times sine*1 the 
first alleged defalcation, no evidence 
of wrongdoing was ever uncovered as 
to Parker. 
His method of defalcation was to ap­ 
propriate the mutilated bills to he 
sent to Washington for redemption, 
take possession of the good bills re 
turned and fix his books accordingly, 
It was the bank examiner s custom not 
to probe the “ redemption fund ac­ 
count.” and this fact Parker knew, en­ 
gineering his transactions accordingly.

The finding of 
this equipment is conclusive evidence 
in the minds of the police that the 
righr men have been arrested and that 
this city has been for rhr**e years the 
headquarters of one of the moat des­ 
perate bands of criminals that ever 
existed in this country.
